SoIoriH to Investigate Charges 
Bv Earle Against Sen. 
W. II. Clark. 


Harrisburg, June 20 - Inquiry into 
charges that a state senator sought 
favors from the administration in 
return for support of legislation, re­ 
ceived approval of the senate’s Ju- 
Iliclary general committee last mid­ 
night. 
The committee amended and re­ 
ported a resolution by Senator Owl­ 
e ts 
of Tioga 
county, 
that 
the 
charges be aired before a committee 
of three republicans and two demo­ 
crats, and that the inquiry tx* lim­ 
ited to the charges made Wednes­ 
day by Governor Earle and Attor­ 
ney General Margiotti aimed at 
Sen William H. Clark, of Chester. 
Owlett’s original resolution called 
for a committee of three, and would 
have permitted inquiries of similar 
nature, 
such 
as 
the 
governor’s 
charge that he had heard “ugly 
rumors” in 
connection with the 
senate’s failure to act on the chain 
stere tax bill. 
Another charge had 
been made that administration lead­ 
ers lobbied for the Pittsburgh mayor 
ripper bill. 
Democrats Cry “Whitewash” 
Cries of “whitewash" came from 
the democrats at this attempt to ex­ 
pand the probe and to delay the re­ 
port for two years. 
The resolution as reported by the 
committee last midnight limits the 
Inquiry to the charges which in­ 
volve Senator Clark. 
During the debate in the senate 
on the original Owlett resolution, 
Sen. Edward J. Thompson, center 
democrat, asserted the resolution 
was “deliberately calculated to con­ 
fuse the issue” and make a “white­ 
washing” attempt, incidentally de­ 
laying a committee report until 1937. 
Thompson argued further that the 
“only way” to conduct an inquiry 
into the charges against Clark was 
by making the senate a committee 
of the whole. 
Two Resolutions Presented 
Owlett replied that he resented 
the assertion that the proposed In­ 
quiry was to be a "whitewashing ” 
He said he had listened to “too 
many loose charges" made by demo­ 
crats, after the legislator had been 
witnessing the “spectacle of the 
governor’s secretary and the chair­ 
man of the democratic state com­ 
mittee parading through the sen­ 
ate.” 
"We’re going to have an investiga­ 
tio n , and a real one,” Owlett said. 
and we’re going to do it without 
having the governor come over and 
tell us how to do it,”

London. June 20 (AP*—An attack 
on democracy in general and the 
American system of government in 
particular was made in the House 
of Lords W ednesday by the Bishop 
of Exeter during debate on the In ­ 
dia Home Rule bill. 
The 72-year-old bishop, his white 
beard bobbing up and down in em ­ 
phasis of his points, contrasted de­ 
mocracy with the Musolini and H it­ 
ler dictatorship, in Italy and G er­ 
many, distinctly to the benefit of 
the latter. 
M oney-controlled 
politics 
and 
gangsters, he said, make the United 
States an exceedingly poor example 
for the Indian people who, under 
the provisions of the bill, would 
have a modified Federal system of 
government. 
He asserted th a t he saw men 
.starving in Chicago while “just o u t­ 
side was the very fertile province of 
Illinois where I think they were 
burning their crops because they 
could not sell them .” 
“I asked why they did not bring 
th at food to those starving people," 
the Bishop continued. “Tile answer 
was th at two great m achines con­ 


trolled th at democracy—the Demo­ 
cratic and the Republican. How are 
you going to keep a sim ilar great 
machine"”from controlling the great 
masses of India?” 
Pointing out th at “financial con­ 
siderations" are involved in demo­ 
cratic governments, the speaker de­ 
clared "money too often rules." 
"One 
of 
the 
most 
interesting 
places I saw in Chicago,” he said, 
"was a place where gangsters went 
firing m achine guns in a busy street. 
Why had they been able to do that? 
Because of democracy. 
The Jury, 
the judge, everybody is under the 
machine. 
“W here there is money a gangster 
can shoot with impunity. 
As long 
as there is no money to be made 
there need be no fear.” 
He praised Mussolini as “a great 
statesm an" and said “when G er­ 
many follows Italy and again d e­ 
mocracy goes by the boards with 
the general approval of everybody, 
ought we not to go with very care­ 
ful steps in giving democracy to In ­ 
dia?”
